| OF THE IRISH PARTY AND 


Lorbox, May I.—It is difficult to rite 
the excitement caused by the publication of 
the full text of the letter of the Supreme Con- 
gregation of the Inguisition to the Irish 
Bishops. The Orangemen and the landlords’ 
party are hugely delighted, and appeal tri- 
umphantly to the doctrine of papal infallibil- 
ity, forgetting that they are the very men 
who on different occasions have supported 
Whatever advantage 
the Government may gain in Ireland through 
their intrigues with the Vatican, which 
are now sufficiently established, they 
will lose more in England than in 
Ireland. However, the letter will probably 
have little effect. The Pope warned the peo- 
ple not to subscribe to the Parnell testimo- 
nial, yet thousands of Catholics contributed. 
It will be observed that the letter says noth- 
ing about the sacraments or absolution. One 
thing is probable, and that is that the motion 
of the new turn of Irish politics may lead to 
the resignation ot Dr. Walsh, Archbishop of 
Dublin. In that case he will probably be suc- 
ceeded by Cardinal Moran, Archbishop of 
Bydney, who was a rival candidate for the 
office when Dr. Walsh was appointed. 


INDIGNANT IRISHMEN. 


Thomas Power O’Conpor’s Editorial Attack 
on the Pope’s Decree. 
Bpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, May 1.—Editor Thomas Power 
O Connor, M. P., last night thus indignantly 
referred in the Star to the Pope’s Irish circu- 
lar: The Irish leaders and the Irish people 
have now a great opportunity, to which we 
believe they will not beunequal. Their po- 
litical independence has been attacked. A 
number of English Tories, acting under the 
inspiration and patronage of the Tory gov- 
ernment, has obtained from the head of the 
thurch, to which a majority of them belong, 
a document denouncing their political action. 
This attack has come upon them 
when Ireland stands with her back 
to the wall fighting against a most 
brutal and one of the most perilous assaults 
ever made on her life, hopes and liberties. 
Such an attack might be allowed to pass by 
without other comment than asmile if times 
were ordinary, but it has come at the moment 
of Ireland’s agony. Nay, this is not putting 
it strongly enough. It is no exaggeration to 
say that out of the battle which Ireland is now 
waging she will issue either a political corpse 
or a living and immortal nation. If ever, then, 
there was a time when a blow was cruel, 
perilous and wanton it is at this moment. 
We shali never, perhaps, be able to discover 
the methous by which this attack on Ireland 
has been brought about. Of course the Tory 
Government is at the bottom of it. What 
promises they have held out and what quid 
pro quo they are prepared to give we 
have as yet no means of knowing, and 
if questions were put in the House of 
Commons the answers wouid either be 
evasive or mendacious. But we all 
know what are the main facts of 
the case and we may sum up their substance 
by saying that the liberties of Ireland have 
been sacrificed to a base Tory intrigue. If 
Ireland were to submit to such things then 
Ireland would show herself but little worthy 
ofthe freedom which in a few years will be 
bestowed upon her by the hands of English- 
men whom Ireland’s heroic and obstinate 
struggle for liberty has turned from enemies 
to loving friends.’’

TRADE RELATIONS WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, May 1.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon Mr. Marshall 
introduced a resolution regarding the estab- 
lishment of mutually favorable trade relations 


between Great Britain and her colonies. He 
said he was not a member of the Imperial 
Federation League, nor had his resolution 
anything to do with the League, but he con- 
sidered that it was for Canada’s interest that 
she should ally herself intimately with the 
— country and her colonies in trade mat- 
ers. 

Mr. Dalton McCarthy, who has a motion on 
the order paper advocating changes in the 
trade réiations between the United Kingdom 
and Canada, delivered a powerful speech in 
favor of Canada taking steps toward securing 
from the mother country a reciprocal arrange- 
ment by which both countries would under- 
take to discriminate dyainst foreign products 
In favor of each other. He said he was 
not animated by hostility to the United 
States, but he remembered that the 
United States Government, in any action 
it took, never regarded the interests of 
Canada. Ifthe Unitea States took offense at 
the Dominion in the event of her adopting the 

olicy he advocated that should be no reason 

or Oanada holding back from doing what was 
for her manifest benefit. Canada’s natural 
market was Great Britain and he did not 
despair that before long the fair trade agita- 
tion would have reached such strength that 
the British Government would meet any over- 
tures from Canada in the way he proposed,

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THE ASSIST ANT CASHIER OF THE NATIONAL 
PARK BANK A DEFAULTER. 


A Trusted Employe by Falsifying His Ac- 
counts Robs the Bank of $95,000—Efforts 
of the Bank to Keep the Matter Quiet— 
De Baun Supposed to Be in Canada—New 
York Circles Not Excited Over 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTou. 

New Lon, May1.—The Times to-day pub- 
lishes the following: While the body of the 
venerable George H. Potts lay in its coffin yes- 
terday awaiting burial rumor began to toy 
with the affairs of the National Park Bank, of 
which he was the President, for the first time 
in the history of that institution. Later in- 
‘vestigation show the rumors to be correct. An 
official whose twenty years’ of service in the 
bank had led to implicit confidence in his 
honesty had taken from its funds nearly $100,- 
000 by an ingenious system of falsifying 
the books of which he had control. A re- 
porter called atthe bank, but the officials 
there would make no statement for publica- 
tion. It was not until later that the story of a 
defaication was confirmed. That it was known 
outside the bank was a surprise to one of the 
oldest directors, who was seen last night by a 
reporter. The trouble inthe bank, he said, 
was a great surprise to the directors. The 
amount involved was less than $100,000, and of 
course was a mere pinch of snuff to the 
National Park Bank, whose accruing surplus 
of the year would much more than cover it. 
The stealing from the bank had been by an in- 
genious method of treating the accounts. 

„There are only two ways of stealing a 
bank’s funds, said the director. One is to 
commit a boldface robbery and fly the coun- 
try, and the other is by a gradual method of 
swindling in some ingenious way of fixing 
accounts or manipulating the funds and 
books. This small affair was effected in a 
most ingenious way. It would take some time 
to tell you, and probably at first you would 
not understand it. It would require explana- 


tion at length.’’ 
NO SECRECY. 


The director did not believe in covering 
matters up and said that if a bank official 
committed wrong he should be punished for 


it. The man in question has been a 
frequenter at his club and lived in excellent 
— He had deen with the bank for twent 
years and was one of its most — oy be may of- 
ficiais. That the defalcation should have been 
discovered before was admitted notwithstand- 
ing the ingenuity of the offender. The director 
did not care to say anything in regard to the 
defaulter’s history or method of life. The 
whole matter was one of sorrow to those con- 
nected with the bank, more because he had 
been honest for so many years than from the 
loss to the institution. It was hard for them 
to believe. An investigation into the matter 
will be made bythe directors to-day at their 
meeting. 

The Cashier’s refusal to say anything upon 
the subject led to inquiry which disclosed that 
Charies I. Debaun, Assistant Cashier of the 
bank, had been absent during the day and 
that there was no certainty in regard to his 
coming back. He had discharged the duties 
usually devolving upon the Cashier during 
several months of Mr. Potts’ illness when 
Cashier Wright acted as President. No one 
charged anything against him oar intimated 
that Se might not have gone away on per- 
fectly legitimate business. Thefact that his 
absence had been noted was communicated by 
the reporter to Cashier Wright, but that 
official could not lay down the barriers 
of his silence to defend his assistant against 
imputation. Nor would the bank’s counsel 
defend any name except that of Mr. Potts. 
Visitors to various directors during the after- 
noon showed that they had agreed upon a 
policy of silence. 

Mr. Debaun was not at home last evening 
when a reporter called. An inquiry for Mrs. 
Debaun was answered by a tall, handsome 
lady, who announced herself as the wife of 
Mr. Debaun, former Assistant Cashier of the 
National Park Bank. Her husband had 
resigned, she said, on account of III 
health and to g° into other business. 
He had accepted it because it was an advan- 
tageous mercantile offer. Whether it came 
from this city, Brooklyn or elsewhere she 
would notsay. She declined to state when he 
tenderea his resignation atthe bank and did 
not know when it took effect. Regarding the 
rumor that her husband’s accounts were not 
as they should be Mrs. Debaun said that was 
bis business and she did not pretend to know 
about his private affairs. Debaun was in the 
city, she said, and had been home during the 
day and she expected him during the night. 

WHERE IS DEBAUN? 

Geo. 8. Hart, President of the Second Avenue 
Railroad Co. and one of the directors of the 
bank, seemed surprised when the reporter 
mentioned his business and asked if the an- 
nouncement could not be kept back until 
after the funeral of Mr. Potts, the President of 
the bank, to-morrow. 

Do you know where Mr. Debaun is?’’ was 
asked.

Is he in Canada?“ 

He is not as far as that. Go to Mr. Wright, 
the Cashier; he will tell you all about it.“ 

„Do you know what the amount of his 
defalcation is? Is it $250,0007’’ 

Oh, no, not so much as that. Go to Mr. 
Wright; he will tell you all about it. Mr. De- 
baum only had charge of the correspondence. 
He had nothing to do with the funds. We are 
going to have a meeting to-morrow at 10 
o’clock.’’ 

Business kept on as usual st the bank yes- 
terday, and depositors stood in along line 
with money to pass in when the hour for 
closing arrived. Rumor had hardly spread 
fast enough to reach timid depositors, and 
those who were cool-headed had only to think 
of the bank’s financial condition to banish 
doubt in regard to its ability to weather a loss 
of $100,000, ur several times that amount, if 
there was defalcation of that or a greater 
sum. 

DE BAUN’S BIG STEAL. 

The officers of the National Park Bank are 
very reticent in regard to the defalcation of 
Assistant Cashier Charles I. De Baun, who has 
disappeared. A meeting of the directors was 
held to-day. Before it went into session 
Cashier Wright promised to give the 
reporters a statement, but when it adjourned 
he declined todoso. Ail he would say was 
that the amount of the defalcation is $95,000, 
that De Baun entered the bank in a minor po- 
sition twenty-two years ago and gradually 
worked up to the position of assist- 
ant cashier. He would probably have 
been a cashier in a short time, 
added Mr. Wright, had he gone straight. De 
Baur resigned his position on April 19, as- 
Signing ill health asthe cause. His resigna- 
tirn was voluntary. He was under personal 
bonds, which are said to be satisfactory to the 
bank. By resolution the delalcation was 
charged to the profit and loss account. 
The defalcation will not embarrass the 
bank. How it was accomplished has not 
been made known by theoflicersa. De Baun 
had charge of the out of town correspondence 
with other banks. In this way he received 
checks which he appropriated, it is said. cov- 
ering his steals by false entries. The defalca- 
tion was not discovered until De Baun’s books 
were examined after he had resigned and dis- 
appeared.

CITY COUNSELOR BELL PASSES UPON SOME 
LEGAL POINTS FOR THE BOARD. 


The Charges Which Three Well-Known Young 
Fellows Answered To-Day.

Hon. D. R. Francis, Mayor: 
Srr—In his letter of the 27th inst. the President of 
the rd of Pnblic Improvements asks to be in- 
formed whetber under the rovisions of contract 
No. 1,510 the Board has @ power to extend the 
time for completing the work embraced in said con- 
tract for any reason other than on account of delay 
caused by the city. The contract spoken of is one 
executed on June . 1886, between the Fulton 
Iron Works and the city, by which the former agreed 
to build a high service engine for the St. Louis Water- 
works for the sum of $132,000. The contract pro- 
vides that the work shali be commenced and carried 
on regularly and uainterruptedly thereafter. and that 
the engine shall be completed and ready for service 
on April 1.1888. Under the terms of the contract 
the city of st. Louis is required to furnish the 
foundations for the engine and to erect a temporary 
building over the same to protect the workmen and 
machinery. e contract provides that the con- 
tractor shall not be entitled to damages for hinder- 
ance or delay occasioned by the city, but any such 
hinderance or delay shall entitle the contractor to an 
extension of time for completing the work sufficient 


Funeral of W. D. Marshall. 


Wm. D. Marshall was laid to rest in Belle; 
fontaine Cemetery this afternoon. Deceased 
was a Master Mason and prominent in the local

The contract 
as above stated provides thatif any delay is occa- 
sioned by the city the, contractor sh not have any 
damages he may suffer, but shall be entitled to an 
essences of time sufficient to compensate him for 
the detention, the same to be determined by 
the Board of Public Improvements. The 
question as to what amount of time will 
compensate the contractor for a delay occasioned 
oz o cityis submitted to the =o and de- 
cision of the Board of Public Improvements. 
The board is iven jurisdiction to determine 
the question. In the presbeut case there was a delay 
occasioned by the city which was the basis ofan ap- 
a ie by the contractor for an extension of time. 
he board considered the matter and granted the ex- 
tension. Ithad powerto do this under the terms of 
the contract, and my opinion is that the action of the 
board in the present case was lawful and valid. Your

A QUARANTINE OUTRAGE. 


The Costly Wardrobe of Mrs. Warren C. 
Unckles Ruined by Insolent Officers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 1.—Mrs. Warren 
C. Unckles, daughter of Col. Isaac McNulty of 
New York City, passed through here last 
night on her way from Costa Rica, via New 
Orleans to New York. She was traveling 
alone, and gives an account of an experience 
in New Orleans which she is canfident she 
would never have been obliged to endure but 


for her unprotected situation. Her husband is 
a wealthy coffee planter ot Costa Rica. Mrs. 
Unckles having lived on the plantation for 
some time, resolved to visit her father in New 
York,and accordingly sailed for New Orleans on 
the steamer Foxhali. She took with her an 
elaborate wardrobe, including handsome 
dresses but recently ordered from Paris. Sev- 
eral of them had never been worn and their 
aggregate values she estimates at several 
thousand dollars.

DEATH OF PROF. WYMAN. 


The Educator of Many St. Louisans Passes 
Away at His Home in Alton. 


Prof, Edward Wyman of the Wyman Insti- 
tute at Alton died suddenly last night at the 
institute. He was72 years old, having been 
born in a suburb of Boston in March, 1816. His 
education was finished in Amherst Col- 
lege and after his graduation he came West, 
locating in St. Louis in 1836 when he was 20 
years old. He had been an excellent student 


and was quite competent then as a 
teacher, He rented a hall at 
Market and Broadway, where he opened a 
school. To this he had attached a museum 
which those who were his pupils in the old 
days remember as quite full of wonderful 
things. He built the house now occupied by 
the Home of the Friendless on Broadway, be- 
tween Osceola and Dakota streets, in South 
St. Louis, where he conducted an academy for 
boys. This he gave up in 1856, when 
he joined with several other gentlemen 
in founding a private bank. The bank did a 
big business, but failed through a series of 
misfortunes when but two years old. r. 
Wyman then returned to teaching, having his 
school at Sixteenth and Pine streets. Later he 
became secretary ofthe American Lead & Oil 
Co., and in 1871 joined J. G. Priest in the real 
real estate business. After four years in this 
business he went to California, made some 
money and returning, paid the debts which the 
failure of his bank had imposed on him. Then 
he opened the Wyman Institute at Alton, 
which has been ever since a popular training 
school. He married in 1840 a Miss Lee. Five 
children were born to them and all are now 
living. They are Mrs. J. C. Richardson, wife 


of the Secretary ofthe Richardson Drug Co.; 
Frank Wyman, Secretary of the Simmons 
Hardware Co.; Ubarles Wyman, a Oustom- 


house broker; Henry P. Wyman, Secretary of 
the Mississippi Valley Transportation Co., and 
Arthur Wyman. Thetime of the funeral has 
not yet been decided on. Mrs. Richardson is 
at present traveling in Europe.

GOLDWIN SMITH AND DEPEW.
